2. Claims 1-17, 35-51 are allowed. 

3. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., wherein each of the local generators generates a unique transmitter code such 
that the first transponder transmits a different code than the second transponder 
regardless of position of the first transponder and the second transponder) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 1 81 , 26 USPQ2d 1 057 (Fed. Cir. 1 993). 

4. Claim 18-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 18, lines 9-10, applicant claims "a second positioning device". 
However, it's unclear what defines "a first positioning device" since "a first positioning 
device" is not positively recited. 

Claims 19-34 depend from indefinite antecedent claim. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 18-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Reed 

(Pat. No. 3,774,215) or Rich et al (Pat. No. 5,636,123). 

Reed teaches a network, a positioning device coupled to a network, and a 
method including a first network node having a first transponder 242 for receiving 
and transmitting communications signals, the first network node further 
comprising a first receiver for receiving position signals from a plurality of 
navigation beacons (abstract) , and a second network node having a second 
transponder 42 for receiving and transmitting the communications signals, the 
second network node further comprising a second receiver for receiving position 
signals from a plurality of navigation beacons (abstract), wherein each of the first 
and second receivers further include local code generators that are also used as 
transmitter code generators (col 12, lines 29+; fig. 6) for the first and second 
transponders. 

Rich et al teach a network, a positioning device coupled to a network, and 
a method including a first network node having a first transponder A for receiving 
and transmitting communications signals, the first network node further 
comprising a first receiver for receiving position signals from a plurality of 
navigation beacons, and a second network node having a second transponder C 
for receiving and transmitting the communications signals, the second network 
node further comprising a second receiver for receiving position signals from a 
plurality of navigation beacons, wherein each of the first and second receivers 
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further include local code generators that are also used as transmitter code 
generators 121 for the first and second transponders. 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 18-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fleming et al (Pat No. 5,748,891) in view of Reed (Pat. No. 3,774,215). 

Fleming et al teach a network, a positioning device coupled to a network, and a 
method including a first network node having a first transponder (localizer A) for 
receiving and transmitting communications signals, and a second network node having 
a second transponder (localizer B) for receiving and transmitting the communications 
signals, wherein each of the first and second receivers further include local code 
generators that are also used as transmitter code generators 1 18 for the first and 
second transponders. Fleming et al do not teach a receiver for receiving positioning 
signals from a plurality of navigation beacons. However, Reed teaches a receiver (110; 
152; abstract) for receiving positioning signals from a plurality of navigation beacons. It 
would have been obvious to modify Fleming et al to employ a receiver for receiving 
positioning signals from a plurality of navigation beacons as taught by Reed into 
Fleming et al to track the location of the objects. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
